Work crews from the air¬ 
port, Wayne County and Ro¬ 
mulus finally were able to 
restore water service by mid- 
aftemoon.

$2 million coming for old dump cleanup

A contaminated site on 118- 
acres of land near Wick Ele¬ 
mentary School is slated for 
cleanup and the state’s Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Qual¬ 
ity reportedly is forwarding $2 
million to Romulus for that 
purpose. 

State Sen. Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton) said the site formerly 
housed a landfill on Ecorse 
Road and went out of business 
in 1975. 

But, Bennett said, much 
solid waste remained buried 
below the water table and 
leached into county drains 
and wetlands.

several 55-gallon drums of 
waste were removed in subse¬ 
quent years, Bennett said. 

“This site ppses a direct 
health risk not only to the pu¬ 
pils attending Wick Elemen¬ 
tary School, but to the 
residents who live in the area 
as well,” the senator said. 

“Getting this mess cleaned 
up and the site suitable for de¬ 
velopment will greatly benefit 
the community,” Bennett ad¬ 
ded. 

Department of Environmen¬ 


tal Quality records reportedly 
show that lead and PCB levels 
are in the soil there and that 
benzene, toluene and other or¬ 
ganic solvents in the ground- 
water exceed state 
recommended levels. 

Since Romulus officials are 
considering redeveloping the 
property to build a municipal 
golf course, Bennett said, the 
funds will help pay for treating 
the potential water contamina¬ 
tion and covering the landfill 
to eliminate potential health

John Ryznar, 71, former city 
council candidate and one of 
the prime personalities in the 
on-going Romulus deepwell 
dispute, died last Thursday at 
his home. 

His home and property on 
Wahman Road was picketed 
several times, after it was 
learned that Environmental 
Disposal Systems planned to 
erect an environmental deep- 
well.

Mr. Ryznar was born in Ro¬ 
mulus on May 20, 1928. For 
many years Mr. Ryznar owned 
and operated the Ryznar 
Trucking Refuse Service Co. 
from 1969 until 1997. He also 
was affiliated with the Iron 
Workers Local 25 since 1953 
and ws a member of the former 
Jaycees and the Polish Na¬ 
tional Alliance. 

He ran for city council on 
several occasions. 


He married Mary Ann 
McGhan on Sept. 2, 1950. 

Among Mr. Ryznar’s sur¬ 
vivors is former Councilman 
Noah (Pete) Bergeron - hus¬ 
band of Marsha Bergeron. 

Bergeron said his father-in- 
law loved deer hunting and 
watching his children and 
grandchildren work. 

“He was a devoted husband, 
driven father and passionate 
grandfather. And most of all he 
was a man of convictions,” Be¬ 
rgeron added.

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Parking bottles Florence traffic

After narrow Florence St. 
was paved, traffic bottled up. 

So 62-year Florence resi¬ 
dent Evelyn Prokop asked the 
city council to ban street-side 
parking. 

“I came here tonight be¬ 
cause I’m pushing for ‘no park¬ 
ing’ signs,” she said, blaming 
the paving job for the problem. 
“Before you paved Florence, 
we had two-way traffic. Now 
cars park on both sides of the 
road so it’s one-way. There’s 
room for one car, so you can 
either get through or back up 
your car and wait. In the win¬ 
ter when it snows it’s espe¬ 
cially bad they only plow one 
lane, though Florence is sup¬ 
posed to be a through road.” 


She said that one neighbor 
even parks a boat on a trailer 
with extra large wheels on the 
street. 

She said that she couldn’t 
understand why the city has 
posted “no parking” signs on 
nearby dead-end streets, but 
not posted them on Florence. 

“This street goes all the way 
to Farmington,” she said. 
“Doesn’t it deserve ‘no park¬ 
ing’ signs?” 

She said that when the road 
was gravel and not curbed, 
cars parked on the roadside 
dirt. 

“Now you can’t park on the 
dirt and you can only get one 
car through,” she said. “Is this 
progress or is stupid? It 
doesn’t sound like progress.” 

Prokop complained about 
the city’s response to her re¬ 


quest. She said, “They tell me I 
have to get a petition, but I 
didn’t pave the road, so I don’t 
think I should have to get one. 

She also criticized the po¬ 
lice for botching her call. In¬ 
stead of discussing “no 
parking” signs, the police only 
wanted to know if she had a 
police emergency, asking her: 
“Did you call 911? Do you want 
a car? Are you all right?” 

Mayor Bob Thomas asked 
Police Chief Emery Price to 
look into her request. 

However, when Price 
learned that she lived on the 
gravel section of Florence 
where there was room to park, 
he said, “I’m concerned that 
she doesn’t live in the area 
where she wants signs. I’m not 
hearing from people who live 
there.”

What is the number one cause 
of fires in the home? 

Cooking equipment. From 
1992 to 1996, an annual average 
of 97,300 cooking fires caused 
310 civilian deaths, 4, 830 civil¬ 
ian injuries and almost $400 
million in direct property 
damage. 

Other causes of fires in the 
home: 

Heating equipment, 70,400 
fires per year 

Arson or suspected arson 
53,500 per year 

Other household equipment 
45,000 per year 

Electrical 39,100 per year 

When do the majority of fatal 
fires happen? 

At night, when people are 
asleep. And the number one 
cause of at home fires that kill 
people is smoking, which 
caused an average of 850 


deaths per year from 1992 
through 1996. 


How do most people die in 
home fires? 

One quarter of home-fire 
victims die from burns, seven 
out of ten die from breathing 
poisonous gases 

How to make a home fire es¬ 
cape plan 


Draw a floor plan of your 
home, marking two ways out, 
including windows, of every 
room. Discuss the escape 
routes with every member of 
your household. 


Pick an outdoor meeting 
place, preferably in front of 
your home, and tell everyone 
to meet there after they have 
escaped. 

Install at least one smoke 
detector on every floor of your 
home. These alarms should be 
tested monthly.

This seasonal celebration of 
culture, crafts and cuisine, 
provides families, scout troops 
and social studies classes with 
the opportunity to experience 
our nation’s Native American 
heritage, as well as the cus¬ 
toms of pioneers.

wood and Newburgh where a 
business currently sits on the 
corner, but will allow corpora¬ 
tions to come into other areas 
of Wayne where there are cur¬ 
rently businesses on the cor¬ 
ners and encroach down those 
streets threatening the value 
of homes in those areas. 

The mayor says this will be 
done on a case to case basis. I 
believe once a precedent has 
been set a court of law will not 
say it is okay for one and not 
another. 

This is what I said to people 
at the Wheelfest and in many 
neighborhoods during the pe¬ 
tition signing. I also told them 
this was just to put the item on 
the ballot. Because so many 
people could eventually be af¬ 
fected by setting this prece¬ 
dent they should have the right 
to vote on it whether or not 
they agree with me. If Ms. 
Harder had truly paid atten¬ 
tion to our supposed conversa¬ 
tion and read the petition she 
would realize that it does not 
address Arbor Drugs, but the 
rezoning from residential 
R1AA to commercial B-2. 

As far as property values 
going down I don’t know if Ms. 
Harder is a qualified ap¬ 
praiser. I had my home ap¬ 
praised by a number of people 
who do this for their liveli¬ 
hood. They unanimously 
agreed that I would most defi¬ 
nitely lose considerable value 
on my home if I were located 
next to this commercial prop¬ 
erty. (Because of the exposure 
of my home to the parking lot 
and lighting). 

Ms. Harder, you may bruise 
me with a personal attack but 
my mother raised me to never 
given up on anything I truly be¬ 
lieved in. 

My mother has passed away, 
but I am very proud to have 
been her daughter and I know 
in my heart she would have 
reason to be proud of me to¬ 
day.

Dear Editor, 

From selling guns,/I’ve 
grown obese,/But still 
pretend,/I’m seeking peace. 

It’s a small enough honor - 
World’s Leading Arms mer¬ 
chant. The White House isn’t 
bothering with a Rose Garden 
ceremony. Nor are the gun and 
plane manufacturers putting 
on a gala dinner. The Pentagon 
press office didn’t even put out 
a release, and the President 
skipped over it in his Satur¬ 
day radio address. 

Nonetheless, the honor has 
been duly earned. In 1998 the 
United States sold new arma¬ 
ments worth $7.1 billion, up 
from $5.7 billion the year be¬ 
fore. Germany lagged in sec¬ 
ond place at $5.5 billion. And 
those sales don’t even include 
what we give away, chiefly to 
Israel. The good news is that 
we’re way down from the old 
days. In 1993 we sold $21.5 bil¬ 
lion. 

At least one might assume 
that such a big long-term drop 
in arms sales was good news. 
Our government, after all, does 
speak from time to time of pro¬ 
moting world peace, reducing 
armed conflict, and cutting 
back on the availability of 
weapons. But when the 
speeches are over, we go right 
back out and sell them lickety- 
split. 

Though “selling” is some¬ 
times a misleading term. Many

buyers lack cash. To them we 
offer credit. But then when 
they can’t pay, we don’t de¬ 
mand the weapons back. In¬ 
stead, we pay off the 
manufacturers out of funds set 
aside for that purpose. 

Nor do we care much about 
whom we sell to. No, of course 
we won’t ship to socialist coun¬ 
tries; but a nation’s failure in 
human rights seems to be of 
little concern. Just now, for in¬ 
stance, we’re increasing ship¬ 
ments to Columbia, currently 
the brutality leader of the 
Western Hemisphere. That 
draws one’s mind back to ear¬ 
lier sales, to other Latin 
butchers in Guatemala, EL 
Salvador, Chile, and Argen¬ 
tina. In Turkey our weapons go 
to bomb Kurdish villages, and 
in Indonesia, to shooting Tim¬ 
orese. 

A buyer’s lack of democracy 
isn’t of much concern either. 
Our heaviest sales go to oil 
sheikdoms in the Middle East. 
They may not hold elections, 
and they may not care about 
justice, but they back capital¬ 
ism and pay cash. 

We also cheerfully sell to 
both sides in many local dis¬ 
putes. Turkey and Greece 
come to mind, as do Chile and 
Argentina, Peru and Ecuador, 
Israel and Egypt, and earlier, 
Iraq and Iran. Both sides in 
the Congo still use our guns. 

Needless to say, this focus 
on dealing in weapons 
weakens our credibility as a 
citadel of peace. We frequently 
pontificate at the United Na¬ 
tions and other forums about 
the need to lay down arms. 
That’s like a drug dealer 
preaching abstinence. Instead 
of earning the title of peace¬ 
maker, we’ve earned the title 
of hypocrite. 

And that label goes double 
for nuclear weapons. We casti¬ 
gate India, Pakistan, North Ko¬ 
rea, and Iran for joining the 
nuclear race, which we lead by 
20 years. Then we spend bil¬ 
lions to get ahead by 40 years. 

Fortunately, there exist pri¬ 
vate groups which sincerely 
carry the weapons reduction 
ball. Activists in Belgium just 
forced out an arms bazaar 
which had been held there for 
18 years. That makes sense 
when you study a matrix pro¬ 
duced by Economists Allied 
for Arms Reduction. It shows 
the total annual world military 
budget. Occupying but one 
quarter of that matrix are the 
proposed annual expenses to 
provide the whole world with 
health care, water, energy, 
food, birth control, shelter, and 
literacy, and to put an end to 
deforestation, soil erosion, 


acid rain, and global warming, ing guns.

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Anti-casino forces 
refuse to quit here

The Coalition to Repeal 
Proposal E (the pro-casino vo¬ 
ter question that was approved 
in 1996) has filed a four-page 
affidavit demanding that its 
277,815 petition signatures fi¬ 
nally be counted. 

The coalition is also asking 
that another state-wide casino 
vote be allowed in the year 
2000 . 

The Rev. Allen B. Rice II, 
(formerly pastor of the Be¬ 
lleville United Methodist 
Church) and currently cam¬ 
paign director for the coali¬ 
tion, along with Bill McMaster, 
campaign consultant, noted in 
their affidavit that two mem¬ 
bers of the 1998 Board of State 
Canvassers, who they claim 
had conflicts of interest in fa¬ 
vor of the gambling casino op¬ 
erators and against its repeal, 
have been replaced by Gov. 
John Engler. 


“Our right to petition gov¬ 
ernment for redress of griev¬ 
ances was thrwarted last year 
by Canvassers James Alex¬ 
ander and James O’Neill Jr.,” 
they stated. 

Rice and McMaster added 
“we filed more than 247,127 pe¬ 
tition signatures required to 
earn a place on the 1998 ballot, 
but the board refused to count 
all of the valid signataures. 

“Our boxes of petition sig¬ 
natures have remained in the 
safe keeping custody of the 
Secretary of State,” they said. 
“And the new Board of State 
Convassers have not be ask^d 
to count and certify the peti¬ 
tion signataures, we worked oo 
hard to collect and file.” 

The coalition is pressing 
that the voters be given a 
chance to repeal the change in 
Michigan’s Constitution that 
was narrowly approved in 
1996.

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Family, friends will celebrate 
life of flora Bird on Saturday

When you’ve lived through 
most of the century, you cer¬ 
tainly have a lot of stories to 
tell. One such person recently 
passed away, but left behind 
her story that reads like the 
story of America’s 20th cen¬ 
tury. The family of former Be¬ 
lleville resident Nora Bird 
invites the community to cele¬ 
brate her life in a memorial 
service this Saturday. 

She was born October 7, 
1901 in Gaylord, Mich, the fifth 
child and second daughter of 
William A. and Louise Moore. 
She married R. Merrill Bird on 
Sept. 6, 1924, in Wayne, Mich. 
He served Belleville as the 
community’s first Chamber of 
Commerce president. He pre¬ 
ceded her in death in 1982. 
Both were active in community 
affairs: Rotary, Wayne County 
Fair, and organ and garden 
clubs. They were founding 
members of Trinity Episcopal 
Church in Belleville. 

Nora passed away in August 
at the age of 97 at the Clark 
Retirement Home in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 

Before she passed, however, 
Nora and her daughter, Mer- 
relyn, collaborated on a book 
which chronicled this remark¬ 
able woman’s life. “I’m so glad 
now we took the time to write 
this family book,” says Mer- 
relyn. “Her great granddaugh¬ 
ters say, ‘Our Mimi was a real 
American Girl, like Samantha, 
my doll. ,,, 

Shortly after Nora’s birth, 
her family moved to Wayne, 
then a small town, and her par¬ 
ents bought the Commercial 
Hotel on the corner of Michi¬ 
gan Avenue and Wayne Road, 
on the end of the Interurban 
Streetcar Line from Detroit. 
“Teddy Roosevelt was then the 
President of the United 
States,” recalled Nora. 

The family lived over the 
hotel, and her mother man¬ 
aged the hotel, dining room 
and kitchen, while her father 
ran the saloon and the busi¬ 
ness. Nora lived at the hotel 
until she married at the age of 
23. She records in her book 
some of the day-to-day activ¬ 
ities revolving around manag¬ 
ing a household and business 
in the early part of the century, 
and even the most ordinary 
activities-gathering water 
from a rain barrel, scrubbing 
laundry with a scrub board 
and wringer, getting around by 
horse and carriage or train- 
remind us of how very much 
things have change over the 
course of one lifetime. 

Then, there are some things 
that never change. Nora began 
high school in 1915, while the 
United States was engaged in 
the first world war. “They boys 
in my grade were too young to 
go, so there were still dates 
and dances and athletic 
games. I played guard in girl’s 
basketball, but that was just 
for fun, not a varsity sport....A 
favorite dress I remember in 
high school was the one I wore 
to the Junior Prom. It was a 
lovely yellow silk organza 
waltz-length dancing dress 
with lots of ruffles. I asked Er¬ 
nie Harrison to go with me, 
which was the customer when 
your class was having the party 
and that was BAD. Aunt K was 
shocked and my mother was 
not at all pleased either. He 
was 24 and much too old for 
me. Ernie was an excellent 
dancer and I really wanted to 
dance at that party. Boys my 
age weren’t that good at danc¬ 
ing,” she recalled. 

She met her future hus¬ 
band, Merrill, while she was a 
freshman at Wayne Highland 
he was a senior, and captain of

the football and track teams. 
“He said he noticed me and 
thought I was pretty, but he 
had another girlfriend at the 
time, and I had some other 
beaus too,” Nora said. “It was 
Aunt K who knew when I 
broke up with Jim Chambers 
and suggested I ought to go out 
with her young banker friend, 
Merrill Bird, and set him up to 
ask me. I was 22 by then.” 

Nora recalled the courtship 
was possible because of her 
hair. Her boyfriend broke up 
with her because she bobbed 
her hair. But she had no re¬ 
grets: “I really liked the new 
look, and I think Merrill did 
too, for he asked me out a week 
later.” They married a year 
later, and three years later, in 
1927, started a family. 


They couldn’t have known 
at the time that Merrill’s job at 
the bank would be gone only 
four years later, when the 
country crumbled after the 
stock market crashed in 1931. 

“We not only lost all of our 
savings, owned many shares of 
worthless stock in a defunct 
bank, but we still felt we had to 
pay off those from whom Mer¬ 
rill had borrowed the money to 
buy that stock....We were luck¬ 
ier than most, for Merrill 
found another job in Albion, 
though it meant we would have 
to move. We could not even sell 
our home, as there were no 
buyers and most people were 
barely able to feed their fami¬ 
lies,” Nora said. But they were 
able to move back to southeast 
Michigan in 1938. 


Surviving are her children: 
Merrelyn (James) Brand of 
Rodney; Richard M. (Mary) 
Bird of Elm Grove, Wise.; and 
Alan M. (Alice) of Arnold, Md.; 
a sister, Marie Caplis of Farm¬ 
ington; 11 grandchildren, 15 
great- grandchildren and 
many nieces and nephews. 

The memorial service will 
be held at Trinity Episcopal 
Church, Belleville on Saturday 
at 11 a.m. Memorial contribu¬ 
tions may be made to Clark Re¬ 
tirement Home, Grand Rapids, 
Mich., or to Trinity Episcopal 
Church.

Local voters turn the lights 
on for city, Detroit Edison 


Last week a limited number 
of voters in Romulus turned 
out - and turned on the lights - 
for their city fathers (and 
mothers) as well as Detroit Ed¬ 
ison. 

Romulus has a potential vo¬ 
ter list of about 15,000 persons 

- meaning those 18 years of 
age and above. 

Those who turned out or 
submitted an absentee ballot 
totaled only 1,530. 

No one would consider that 
a large number - except for 
the fact that some Romulus 
City Hall insiders expected 
that the voter number would 
have been even lower - rang- 
“ ing in estimates from 600 to 900 
~ voters. 

Ironically Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. William Bedell 
told this writer the Friday be¬ 
fore the election - “we feel we 
need a minimum of 1,500 votes 
to win.” 

The vote count as stated was 
30 votes above that number lis¬ 
ted by Bedell and thus the 
school package (that carried a 
tax reduction if approved) was 
passed by only 40 votes. 

That appears really strange. 

Can you imagine if the same 
thing happened in the com¬ 
mercial field. For instance 
how busy would the Romulus 
IGA cash registers be if owner 
Dennis Swaney told customers 

- “prove you are a city resi¬ 
dent and shop here and we 
will pay you a dollar to pick up 
a free five pound can of cof¬ 
fee?” 

That was similar to the com- 
bined school district/city offer 
to voters. They were told 
~ “agree to creating a new grade 
school, a pool at the high 
— school, major technology 
changes at local schools, a new 
city recreation building with 
another pool and it won’t cost 
you the homeowner a dollar. 

“In fact we not only will give 
it to you free, but we will cut 
your taxes to boot - up to $23 a 
year on a $100,000 home and 
property,” the city and school 
district said in essence. 

But voters didn’t get or 
didn’t believe the offer — and 
thus the vast majority stayed 
home or went to the last game 
at Tiger Stadium. 

Even Mother Nature tried to 
sweeten the package and the 
day - which earlier had been 
forecast for rain off and on all 
“ day - gave the city and school

district a gift of total sunshine. 

• 

How could voters turn down 
such a deal? 

In most areas such millage 
proposals would have won 
with 70% of the vote and 50 to 
60% turnout. 

Most people like free gifts!!! 

Checking with local vo¬ 
ters...many people feel they 
didn’t get answers to their 
questions...or the answers 
didn’t fully cover the scopes of 
their questions on the city is¬ 
sue. 

Councilman Don Morris 
told a visitor to the council 
chambers a week before the 
election “people would have to 
have their head in a hole not to 
know there was an election 
coming up.” 

But the voters showed...it 
didn’t make a difference on 
how many voters knew there 
was an election...it was how 
many understood the issues 
and cared to show up on elec¬ 
tion day.” 

Some complained about 
Mayor William Oakley’s com¬ 
ments that “only those who 
planned to vote yes...need to 
show up on election day.” 

The mayor’s backers said it 
was only typical Oakley humor 
- why he even smiled when he 
said it on the televised 
“Mayor’s Chair” program. 

Others said “smile or 
not., we thought it was a politi¬ 
cal statement...and we wanted 
to smile back in the voting 
booth.” 

In reality the message to the 
city, school district and Detroit 
Edison was “be open and up¬ 
front with us and most of all 
tell the truth.” 

Why do you keep mentioning 
Detroit Edison? Well partic¬ 
ularly for out of town readers, 
Edison had a ballot position 
asking for a 30-year franchise 
ordinance agreement with the 
city of Romulus. 

Edison apparently did not 
send one notice to the voters 
on the voting issue...at least no 
one this writer talked to re¬ 
ceived one. 

Thus like in the above city 
and school district 
cases., persons who did not un¬ 
derstand the proposal voted 


no. 

First election observers felt 
despite the lack of information 
supplied by Edison the pro¬ 
posal passed. 

But then it was announced 
Edison needed to gain 60 per¬ 
cent of the vote. City Clerk 
Linda Choate announced last 
Tuesday that the effort failed. 

When Edison was told it 
failed...they demanded a tech¬ 
nical recount ... not of votes, 
but of percentages. 

City Attorney Stephen 
Hitchcock did such and 
changed his verdict and said 
the measure passed by a slim 
four votes. 

His reasoning the 60% 
needed to address the number 
of voters, who cast ballots on 
that single issue. Since 65 vo¬ 
ters were so confused they 
failed to vote “yes” or “no,” 
when the mathematics was re¬ 
drawn Edison squeaked by. 

• 

So what are the voters say¬ 
ing? 

They are telling all con¬ 
cerned “speak up (and not only 
just before election days) if 
you want our votes. And re¬ 
member that before the next 
election.” 

To the school district the vo¬ 
ters are saying “we supported 
you again. How about paying 
us back by televising the 
school board meetings and 
creating some half hour shows 
on the educational cycle 
here.” 

The school board voter 
package was aided by open 
houses in the schools on elec¬ 
tion day. It wasn’t hard to con¬ 
vince those at the open houses 
“to go down the hall and vote 
on the millage issues.” 

Many voters said they still 
would have preferred more 
open forums on the millage is¬ 
sues and a booth on the city- 
school proposals at the Pump¬ 
kin Festival that was held only 
days before the election. 

To Mayor Oakley, the voters 
are saying “encourage your de¬ 
partment heads to speak out 
more to the press and public. 
We need to know more what is 
going on in our city!” 

An to Detroit Edison, the vo¬ 
ters are saying “don’t take us 
for granted.” 

A more benevolent resi¬ 
dent, a retired motel owner, 
smiled and said gently “just 
tell Detroit Edison -- we’ll 
leave the light on for them!”

Controversial call 
costly for Bulldogs

It could not have come at 
the worst time.

Crop Walk team honors 
founder Father Hagan

Between 350-400 area Chris¬ 
tians from nine Belleville- 
Romulus-Sumpter churches 
turned out. Sunday to raise 
funds for those suffering from 
hunger both locally and world¬ 
wide. 

Just before the massive 
group left the Community 
United Methodist Church’s 
parking lot shortly after 1 p.m., 
the entourage honored the lo¬ 
cal Crop Walk’s founder Fa¬ 
ther John Hagan. 

Hagan stepped down as 
leader of the Crop Walk this 
year. 

Hagan.was presented with a 
large ash walking stick made 
in Texas and a printed award. 

The award stated Father 
Hagan “has humbly guided us 
through a decade and more of 
Crop Walks having as his sole 
mission the relief of hunger - 
both at home and abroad.” 

An old news clipping stated 
when the Crop Walks began in 
the late 1980’s with 90 walkers 
traveling from one to 11 miles, 
raising $5,500 and creating lo¬ 
cal food aid checks of $338 
each. 

Also just before leaving, co¬ 
coordinator Hannah Anthony 
called out the names of each of 
the participating churches and 
their members shouted out ac¬ 
knowledgements. 

In addition Belleville stu¬ 
dent Stephanie Smith (sitting 
on top of her dad’s shoulders) 
was cited for being the top 
fund collector. 

This year’s goal for the walk 
was $28,000. Last year the local 
Crop Walkers raised the 15th 
highest fund amount of any of 
the more than 40 such walks in 
Michigan. 

Twenty five percent of the 
funds collected each year re¬ 
main in the local area, with 75 
percent going nationally and 



world-wide. 

One Crop Walk activist, the 
Rev. William Kren of the Com¬ 
munity United Methodist 
Church, said “the rain 
thankfully held off until the 


last walkers arrived at the fin¬ 
ish (Trinity Episcopal Church 
of Belleville).” 

He guesstimated that about 
62-63 walkers just from his 
church took part.

ORDINANCE NO. 99-360 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 35, ENTITLED 
“TRAFFIC AND MOTOR VEHICLES,” SECTIONS 35-278, 
35-282, 35-286, 35-341, AND TO ADD SECTIONS 35- 
278(4)(c),(d) AND (e), 35-278(13), 35-287(c), 35-341(b), AND 
TO RESTATE 35-278(4)(c), (d), (e) AS 35-278(4)(d), (e), AND 
(f) TO ADD PROVISIONS FOR PUNISHMENT OF VIOLA¬ 
TIONS, IMMOBILIZATION OF VEHICLES AND CONFIS¬ 
CATION OF DRIVER’S LICENSE, TRANSPORTATION OF 
ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR BY PERSONS LESS THAN 21 
YEARS OF AGE, OPERATION OF COMMERCIAL MOTOR 
VEHICLES WHILE UNDER THE INFLUENCE, REFUSING 
CHEMICAL TEST. 

The City of Romulus hereby ordains: 

Section 1 . Sections 35-278, 35-282, 35-287, 35-341, of Chapter 35 
are hereby amended, added or restated to read as follows: 

Section 35-278. 

(4) If a person is convicted of violating subsection (1), the following 
shall apply: 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (b), the person is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and may be punished by one (1) or more of 
the following: 

(i) Service to the community for a period of not more than forty-five 
(45) days. 

(ii) Imprisonment for not more than ninety-three (93) days. 

(iii) A fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or more 
than five hundred dollars ($500.00). 

(b) If the violation occurs within seven (7) years of a prior convic¬ 
tion, the person shall be sentenced to both a fine of not less than two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) or more than one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) and one or more of the following: 

(i) Performing service to the community for a period of not less than 
thirty (30) days or more than ninety (90) days and may be impris¬ 
oned for not more than one (1) year. 

(ii) Imprisonment for not less than five (5) days or more than one (1) 
year. Not less than forty-eight (48) Hours of the term of imprison¬ 
ment imposed under this paragraph shall be served consecutively. A 
term of imprisonment shall not be suspended. 

(c) A person who is less than twenty-one (21) years of age, whether 
licensed or not, shall not operate a vehicle upon the highways or 
other places open to the general public or generally accessible to 
motor vehicles, including an area designated for parking of vehicles, 
within the City if the person has any bodily alcohol content. As used 
in this subsection, any “bodily content” means either of the follow¬ 
ing: 

(i) An alcohol content of not less than .02 grams or more than .07 
grams per 100 milliters of blood, per 210 liters of breath, or per 67 
milliliters of urine. 

(ii) Any presence of alcohol within a person’s body resulting from 
the consumption of intoxicating liquor, other than consumption of 
intoxicating liquor as part of a generally recognized religious service 
or ceremony. 

1 (d) A person, whether licensed or not, shall not operate a vehicle in 

violation of subsection (c) while another person who is less than 16 
years of age is occupying the vehicle. A person who violates this 
subsection is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable as follows: 

(i) Community service for not more than 60 days; 

(ii) A fine of not more than $500; 

(iii) Imprisonment for not more than 93 days. 

In the judgment of sentence under this section, the Court may, 
unless the vehicle is forfeited under MCL 257.625b, order vehicle 
immobilization as provided in MCL 257.904d. 


(e) If a person is convicted of violating subsection (c), all of the fol¬ 

lowing apply? 

(i) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (b), the person is 
guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by one or more of the follow¬ 
ing: 

(aa) Community service for not more than 45 days; 

(bb) A fine of not more than $250. 

(ii) If the violation occurs within seven years of one or more prior 

convictions, the person may be sentenced to one or more of the fo 
lowing: 

(aa) Community service for not more than 60 days; 

(bb) A fine of not more than $500; 

(cc) Imprisonment of not more than 93 days. 

(f) A person sentenced to perform service to the community under 
section 4(a),(b),(d),(e) or 8(a) or (b), shall not receive compensation, 
and shall reimburse the City of Romulus for the cost of supervision 
incurred by the City as a result of the person’s activities in that ser¬ 
vice. 

(g) As used in this subsection, “prior conviction” means a convic¬ 
tion for a violation of MCL 257.625(1),(4), or (5), or former section 
625(1) or former section 625(1), or (2), or a law of another state 
substantially corresponding to section 625(1), (4), or (5), or former 
section 625(1) or (2). 

(6) The Court shall impose license sanctions pursuant to section 
257.625b, of the Michigan Compiled Laws. In the judgment of sen¬ 
tence under subparagraph (4)(a), the Court may order vehicle immo¬ 
bilization as provided in section 257.904d under 4(b), the Court 
shall, unless the vehicle is ordered forfeited under 257.625, order 
vehicle immobilization under 257.904d, or for violations of 4(a) or 
4(b), the Court may impose the sanctions permitted in MCL 
257.625n. 

(7) A person who is convicted of violating subsection (2) is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment for not more than nine¬ 
ty-three (93) days, or a fine of not less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00) or more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or both. 

(8) If a person is convicted of violating subsection (3), the following 
shall apply: 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in subdivision (b) and (c), the per¬ 
son is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by one (1) or more of the 
following: 

(i) Service to the community for a period of not more than forty-five 
(45) days. 

(ii) Imprisonment for not more than ninety-three (93) days. 

(iii) A fine of not more than three hundred dollars ($300.00). 

(b) If the violation occurs within seven (7) years of one (1) prior 
conviction, the person shall be sentenced to both a fine of not less 
than two hundred dollars ($200.00) or more than one thousand dol¬ 
lars ($1,000.00) and one or more of the following: 

(i) Performing service to the community for a period of not less than 
thirty (30) days or more than ninety (90) days. 

(ii) Imprisonment for not less than five (5) days nor more than one 

(l) year. Not less than forty-eight (48) hours of the term of impris¬ 
onment imposed under this subparagraph shall be served consecu¬ 
tively. 

(c) In the judgment of sentence under subparagraph 8(a), the Court 
may order vehicle immobilization as provided in section 257.904d 
under 8(b), the Court shall, unless the vehicle is ordered forfeited 
under 257.625, order vehicle immobilization under 257.904d, or for 
violations of 4(a) or 4(b), the Court may impose the sanctions per¬ 
mitted in MCL 257.625n.

(b) A peace officer may arrest a person without a warrant under 
either of the following circumstances; 

(i) The peace officer has reasonable cause to believe that the person 
was, at the time of an accident, the driver of a commercial motor 
vehicle involved in the accident and was operating the vehicle in 
violation of this section. 

(ii) The person is found in the driver’s seat of a commercial motor 
vehicle parked or stopped on a highway or street within the City, if 
any part of the vehicle intrudes into the roadway and the peace offi¬ 
cer has reasonable cause to believe the person was operating the 
vehicle in violation of this section. 

(c) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (d) and (e), a person 
who is convicted of a violation of this section is guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor punishable by imprisonment of not more than 93 days or a 
fine of not more than $300.00, or both, together with the costs of the 
prosecution. 

(d) A person who violates this section within seven (7) years of one 
prior conviction, may be sentenced to imprisonment for not more 
than one (1) year or a fine of not more than $1,000.00, or both. 

(e) Subject to subsection (0, as used in this section, “prior convic¬ 
tion” means a conviction for any of the following, whether under the 
laws of this state, this ordinance, or a law of another state, substan¬ 
tially corresponding to the law of this state: 

(i) Except as provided in section (f), a violation or attempted viola¬ 
tion of this section, MCL 257.625(1 )(3)(4)(5)(6) or (7), former sec¬ 
tion 625 (1) or (2) or former section 625(B): 

(ii) Negligent homicide, manslaughter, or murder resulting from 
operation of a vehicle or an attempt to commit any of those crimes. 

(f) Only one violation or attempted violation of MCL 257.625(6), or 
this local ordinance which substantially corresponds to section 
625(6), or a law of another state substantially corresponding to sec¬ 
tion 625(6) may be used as a prior conviction. 

(g) If two or more convictions described in subsection (e) are con¬ 
victions for violations arising under the same transaction, only one 
conviction shall be used to determine whether the person has a prior 
conviction.

(b) Except as provided in subsection (2), immediately do all of the 
following: 

(1) Forward a copy of the written report of the person's refusal to 
submit to a chemical test required under section 35-279 to the 
Secretary of State; 

(ii) Notify the Secretary of State by means of the Law Enforcement 
Information Network that a temporary license or permit was issued 
to the person; 

(iii) Destroy the person’s driver’s license or permit. - 

(2) If a person submits to a chemical test offered pursuant to section 
35-279 that requires an analysis of blood or urine and a report of the 
results of that chemical test is not immediately available, the peace 
officer who requested the person to submit to the test shall comply 
with subsection (l)(a) pending receipt of the test report. If the report 
reveals an unlawful alcohol content, the peace officer who requested 
the person to submit to the test shall immediately comply with sub¬ 
section (l)(b). If the report does not reveal an unlawful alcohol con¬ 
tent, the peace officer who requested the person to submit to the test 
shall immediately notify the person of the test results and immedi¬ 
ately return the persons license or permit by first class mail to the 
address given at the time of the arrest. 

(3) A temporary license or permit issued under this section is valid 
for one of the following time periods: 

(a) If the case is not prosecuted, for ninety (90) days after issuance 
or until the person’s license or permit is suspended pursuant to MCL 
257.625(0 or local provision corresponding to that provision, 
whichever occurs earlier. The prosecuting attorney shall notify the 
Secretary of State if the case referred to the prosecuting attorney is 
not prosecuted. The arresting law enforcement agency shall notify 
the Secretary of State if a case is not referred to the prosecuting 
attorney for prosecution. 

(b) If the case is prosecuted, until the criminal charges against a per¬ 
son are dismissed, the person is acquitted of those charges or the 
person’s license or permit is suspended, restricted, or revoked. 

(4) As used in this section, “unlawful alcohol content” means any of 
the following, as applicable: 

(a) If the person tested is less than 21 years of age, 0.02 grams or 
more of alcohol per 100 milliliters of blood, per 210 liters of breath, 
or per 67 milliliters of urine. 

(b) If the person tested was operating a commercial motor vehicle 
within the City, 0.04 grams or more of alcohol per 100 milliliters of 
blood, per 210 liters of breath, or per 67 milliliters of urine. 

(c) If the person tested is not a person described in subsections (a) or 
(b), 0.10 grams or more of alcohol per 100 milliliters of blood, per 
210 liters of breath, or per 67 milliliters of urine. 

Section 35-287. Transporting or possessing alcoholic liquor 
within passenger compartment of vehicle; violation punishable 
as misdemeanor. 

(a) A person who is an operator or occupant shall not transport or 
possess within the passenger compartment of a vehicle that is on the 
streets or highways in the City or in any place open to the general 
public or generally accessible to motor vehicles, including an area 
designed for the parking of vehicles, in the City, alcoholic liquor in 
a container which is open or uncapped or which has a broken seal. If 
the vehicle does not have a trunk or compartment separate from the 
passenger compartment, a container which is open or uncapped or 
which has a broken seal shall be encased or enclosed and the con¬ 
tainer is not readily accessible to the occupants of the vehicle. This 
section does not apply to a chartered passenger vehicle which is 
licensed by the state public service commission. 

(b) Violations of this section shall, upon conviction, be punished as 
a misdemeanor. 

(c) Transport or Possession of Alcoholic Liquor by Person Less than 
21 Years of Age. 

A person who is less than 21 years of age, who is an operator or 
occupant in a motor vehicle, shall not knowingly transport or pos¬ 


sess alcoholic liquor unless the person is employed by a licensee 
under the Michigan Liquor Control Code of 1998, a common carrier 
designated by the Liquor Control Commission under The Michigan 
Liquor Control Code of 1998, the Liquor Control Commission, or 
an agent of the Liquor Control Commission, and is transporting or 
having the alcoholic liquor in a motor vehicle under the person’s 
control, during regular working hours and in the course of the per¬ 
son's employment. This section does not prevent a person less than 
21 years of age from knowingly transporting alcoholic liquor in a 
motor vehicle if a person at least 21 years of age is present inside 
the motor vehicle. A person who violates this subsection is guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

Section 35-341. Penalties for driving without license. 

(a) A person whose operator’s or chauffeur’s license or registration 
certificate has been suspended or revoked and who has been noti¬ 
fied, as provided in section 212 of the act (MCL 257.212, MSA 
9.1912), of the suspension or revocation or whose application for 
license has been denied, as provided in the act, or who has never 
applied for a license and who drives a motor vehicle on the high¬ 
ways of this state or who knowingly permits a motor vehicle owned 
by the person to be operated by another on a highway, except as per¬ 
mitted under the act, while the license or registration certificate is 
suspended or revoked is guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon convic¬ 
tion, shall except as provided in subsection (b), be punished by 
imprisonment for a period of not more than ninety-three (93) days or 
a fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or both may 
be imposed. Unless the vehicle was stolen or used with the permis¬ 
sion of a person who did not knowingly permit an unlicensed driver 
to operate the vehicle, the registration plates of the vehicles shall be 
canceled by the Secretary of State upon notification by a peace offi¬ 
cer. 

(e) Before a person is arraigned before a district Court magistrate or 
judge on a charge of violating this section, the arresting officer shall 
obtain the person’s driving record from the Secretary of State and 
shall furnish the record to the Court. The driving record of the per¬ 
son may be obtained from the Secretary of State’s computer infor¬ 
mation network. 

(0 (i) When a peace officer detains a driver of a motor vehicle for a 
violation of the laws of this state or this ordinance, for which a 
immobilization is required, the peace officer shall do all of the fol¬ 
lowing: 

(aa) Immediately confiscate the vehicle’s registration plate and 
destroy it; 

(bb) Issue a temporary vehicle registration plate for the vehicle in 
the same form prescribed by the Secretary of State for temporary 
registration plates under MCL 257.226(a) or (b); 

(cc) Place the temporary vehicle registration plate on the vehicle in 
the manner required by the Secretary of State; 

(dd) Notify the Secretary of State through the Law Enforcement 
Information Network in a form prescribed by the Secretary of State 
that the registration plate was confiscated and destroyed, and a tem¬ 
porary plate was issued. 

(ii) A temporary vehicle registration plate issued under this section 
is valid until the charges against the person are dismissed, the per&on 
pleads guilty or nolo contendere to those charges, or the person is 
found guilfy of or is acquitted of those charges. 

(iii) A Court shall order a vehicle immobilized by the use of any 
available technology approved by the Court that locks the ignition, 
wheels, or steering of the vehicle or otherwise prevents any person 
from operating the vehicle or that prevents the defendant from oper¬ 
ating the vehicle. If a vehicle is immobilized under this section, the 
Court may order the vehicle stored at a location and in a manner 
considered appropriate by the Court. The Court may order the per¬ 
son convicted of violating Section 35-278 or a suspension, revoca¬ 
tion, or denial under Section 35-340 or 35-341 to pay the cost of 
operating the vehicle. If a vehicle is immobilized under this section, 
the Court may oder the vehicle stored at a location and in a manner 
considered appropriate by the Court. The Court may order the per¬ 
son convicted of violating Section 35-278 or a suspension, revoca¬ 
tion, or denial under Section 35-340 or 35-341 to pay the cost of 
immobilizing and storing the vehicle. 

(iv) A vehicle subject to immobilization under this section may be 
sold during the period of immobilization, but shall not be sold to a 
person who is exempt from paying a use tax under section 3(3)(a) of 
the use tax act, 1937 PA 94, MCL 205.93 without a Court order. 


(v) A defendant who is prohibited from operating a motor vehicle by 
a vehicle immobilization shall not purchase, lease, or otherwise 
obtain a motor vehicle during this immobilization period. 

(vi) A person shall not remove, tamper with, or bypass or attempt to 
remove, tamper with, or bypass a device that he or she knows or has 
reason to know has been installed on a vehicle by Court order by 
vehicle immobilization or operate or attempt to operate a vehicle 
that he or she knows or has reason to know has been ordered immo¬ 
bilized. 

(vii) A person who violates this section is guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by imprisonment for not more than 93 days or a fine of 
not more than $.100.00, or both. 

(viii) To the extent that a local ordinance regarding the storage or 
removal of vehicles conflicts with an order of immobilization issued 
by the Court, the local ordinance is preempted. 

(ix) If a peace officer stops a vehicle that is being operated in viola¬ 
tion of an immobilization order, the vehicle shall be impounded 
pending an order of a Court of competent jurisdiction. 

(x) The Court shall require the defendant or a person who provides 
immobilization services to the Court under this section to certify 
that a vehicle ordered immobilized by the Court is immobilized as 
required. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code 
hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any Court of administrative body, or any rights acquired, 
or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or 
existing, under any Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by. this 
Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any charac¬ 
ter be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 3. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any 
portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any Court 
of competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to 
do so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed 
and limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any portion of the 
Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affect¬ 
ing the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or 
portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances 
adopted by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the 
provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or 
inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. Penalties. Any person who violates the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
not more than $500,000 and/or by imprisonment of not more than 
ninety (90) days or both. 

Section 6. Readings. This Ordinance shall be given a first reading 
on September 7, 1999, shall be enacted on September 13, 1999 and 
shall be published on or before October 7, 1999 and shall be effec¬ 
tive October 7, 1999.

Then on Wednesday, that 
decision was reversed again 
and Hitchcock announced that 
the Edison ballot question re- 


The ballot numbers show that 65 voters, who 
turned out to vote on"the school and city issues 
Monday, did not choose to exercise their options 
on voting for or against the Edison question. 


ally was approved. 

Hitchcock said the 60% fac¬ 
tor was really based on the to¬ 
tal number of votes cast on 
that ballot issue, not on the 
amount of total voters who 
turned out on Monday. 

Hitchcock revealed the bal¬ 
lot numbers show that 65 vo¬ 
ters, who turned out to vote on 
the school and city issues Mon¬ 
day, did not choose to exercise 
their options on voting for or 
against the Edison question. 

(Numerous voters told the 
Romulus Roman that they 


never received any letters or 
information from Detroit Edi¬ 
son and thus did not under¬ 
stand the issue. Some thus did 
not vote on the issue, while 
others took a harder stance 
and voted to oppose it.)

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ORDINANCE NO. 99-358 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE CODE OF ORDI¬ 
NANCES, CITY OF ROMULUS, MICHIGAN, BY ADDING A 
NEW ARTICLE VI, ENTITLED “DEPARTMENTS” TO CHAP¬ 
TER 2, ENTITLED “ADMINISTRATION.” 

The City of Romulus ordains: 

Section 1. Chapter 2 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Romulus, Michigan, is hereby amended to add Article VI, entitled 
“Departments” to read as follows: 

Article VI. DEPARTMENTS . 

Sec. 2-431. The City Council finds that the proper administration of 
the business of the City requires that additional Departments to 
those established by the City Charter be established. 

Sec. 2-432. There is hereby established a Department of Personnel, a 
Department of Finance, a Department of Ordinance Enforcement 
and a Department of Purchasing. 

Sec. 2-433. Pursuant to the Charter, all department heads of these 
Departments shall be appointed by the Mayor and shall hold office 
at the discretion of the Mayor and shall terminate as provided by the 
Charter for all other department heads. 

Sec. 2-434. The Department of Personnel shall be responsible for all 
personnel matters relating to all of the employees of the City. 

Sec. 2-435. The Department of Finance shall be responsible for all 
financial, budgeting, reporting and auditing requirements of the City 
not specifically designated in the Charter as the responsibility of the 
City Treasurer, and all water and sewer billing. 

Sec. 2-436. The Department of Ordinance Enforcement shall be 
responsible for the enforcement, and is authorized to issue and ser¬ 
vice appearance tickets and complaints, for all violations of munici¬ 
pal civil infractions or municipal misdemeanor ordinance violations 
contained in the Code of Ordinances of the City of Romulus, except 
those contained in Chapter 35, Traffic and Motor Vehicles, Chapter 
20, Offenses. 

Sec. 2-437. The Department of Purchasing shall be responsible for 
all purchases by the City of materials, tools, apparatus or any othfer 
thing or things, except professional services or interest in real prop¬ 
erty, that are purchased by any departments of the City. 

Section 2. Saving Clause. Nothing in this Ordinance or in the Code 
hereby adopted shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or administrative body, or any rights acquired, 
or liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or 
existing, under any‘Act or Ordinance hereby repealed by this 
Ordinance; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any charac¬ 
ter be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 3. Severability. Should any word, sentence, phrase or any 
portion of this Ordinance be held in a manner invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction or by any state agency having authority to do 
so for any reason whatsoever, such holdings shall be construed and 
limited to such word, sentence, phrase or any portion of the 
Ordinance held to be so invalid and shall not be construed as affect¬ 
ing the validity of any of the remaining words, sentences, phrases or 
portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Conflicting Ordinances. All prior existing ordinances 
adopted by the City of Romulus inconsistent or in conflict with the 
provisions of this ( Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or 
inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 5. Penalties. A person who violates the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
not more than $500.00 and/or by imprisonment of not more than 
ninety (90) days or both.

Section 6. Readings. This Ordinance shall be given a first reading 
on September 7, 1999, shall be enacted on September 13, 1999 and 
shall be published on or before October 7, 4999 and shall be effec¬ 
tive October 7, 1999.

Within forty-five (45) days after publication of any ordinance duly 
passed by the Council, a petition may be presented to the Council 
protesting against such ordinance continuing in effect. Said petition 
shall contain the text of such ordinance and shall be signed by not 
less than six percent (6%) of the registered electors registered at the 
last preceding election at which a Mayor of the City was elected. 
Said ordinance shall thereupon and thereby be suspended from oper¬ 
ation and the Council shall immediately reconsider such ordinance. 
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
